With respect to independent claims 1 and 3, the prior art of record do not teach a driving 
circuit comprising a first thin film transistor as a current driving transistor for the diode; a third 
thin film transistor which during driving its gate through a driving conductor taps a diode 
drawing current at an output of said first current driving transistor. 

Dependent claim 2 is allowed as it depends upon an allowed base claim.
